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Cancer Society's Decision to End 
Outreach Positions Draws Anger

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Beginning 
September 1984，the American 
Cancer Society's minority outreach 
workers in _ California will be no 
more. Citing a budget crunch，the 
society plans to _ implement its 
earlier decision to terminate fund- 
ing for most of the employees noOw 
asSigned to work with minority 
communities. 

In San Francisco，thlis affects 
three full-time staff members，one 
Black working with the Western 
Addition, a Hispanic working with 
the Mission community and one 
Asian American working with 
Chinatown. 

ANGER 

Representatives from the three 
advisory committees from those 
neighborhoods have unanimously 
expressed anger Over the termina- 
tion, calling it an action done“fur- 
tively and insidiously.” 

According to George Yamaskai， 
immediate past president of the SF 
Unit of the society and a current 
member of the state"s executive 
coimmittee，the society has had to 
make hard decisions”to adjust to 
the 9$93-4 million fundraising 
decrease which hits the next fiscal 
year beginning September 1. 

Three years ago，the state divi- 
sion had directed local units to find 
ways to integrate Specially-funded 
positions such as the minority 
outreach workers, into their regular 
operating budgets，said Yamaskai. 


“Unfortunately，we ran out SOOnerT ; 


and more drastically 
expected,”he noted. 

Al Woo, a longtime member of 
the Chinatown Advisory Commit- 
tee, and a member of the SF execu- 
tive committee, pointed out，“NoOW 
Wexre taking a look at the (local) 
unit， It _ has not integrated the 
(minority outreach) program into 
the _ unit budget. It has Selected 
other priorities over outreach，a 
decision we think is irrational.” 

MAINTAIN PROGRAM 

Yamaskai said that the society 
does intend to try its best to main- 
tain the program's operation 
through “Teassigning duties to the 
remaining Staff .2” 

However, he admitted,“I realize 
that nothing replaces the personal 
service.”He also indicated that 让 
the society is“able to generate new 
funds，we could perhaps put the 
outreach workers back on.” 

These assurances，however，are 
insufficient to assuage the concerns 
of the Chinatown，Mission and 
Western Addition advisory commit- 
tees.“Once disrupted, the momen- 
tum and the successes which have 
taken long years to _establish will 
never be recovered,”they argued in

The committees have sent out a 
plea for Support to the communities 
which will feel the impact of the terT- 
mination . 

ASSUMPTION 

Pointing out that about 20%o of 
the SF population in Chinese, most

Daniel Richardi wrote，“I 工 would 
imagine that funds received from 
donations and United Way were 
granted with the assumption that 
they would beused to serve the total 
population，not only the English- 
sSpeaking _ population.” Richardi 
also sits on the board of directors 
for the cancer Society. 

Former health administrator Ann 
Yee，noOw executive director of the 
Asian Women's Health Center cited 
the society's Own literature as a 
rationale for continuing the minor- 
ity Programs. 

“From yoOuUr (Society"s) 1983 
Teport，yoOUI statistics Say，“Black 
men have the highest cancer rate in 
the continental U.S... Need we Say 
more of where your mission must 
focus2”Yee demanded. 

Despite the letters coming into 
the Society，when asked if the com- 
munity concerns could reverse the 
Society's_ decision，Yamaskai can- 
didly replied,“No, not really， We 
already had those concerns in mind 
(when we decided to terminate the 
Programs). These (expressed) con- 
cerns just reinforce and confirm 
What we felt.2 


ALTERNATIVES 

At a_ meeting held by the cancer 
society on July 26，the advisory 
grOoups presented Some alternatives 
for the executive committee to con- 
sider in lieu of terminating the 
outreach programs。A _ decision ,is 
expected in two weeks. 

Among the suggestions， Woo 
said, include job sharing with other 
society staffers，moving the public 
information officer up to the area 
level, foundation income to Support 
the、，outreach _ workers，and 3a 
reprioritizing of objectives， 

Noting that the Asian community 
program is a model not only 
statewide， but for the entire 
American cancer Society, Woo Said， 
“We have Scaled down ouUr 


demands; we no longer have to have， 


a full-time Person. 

“As long as the work continues， 
we feel strong enough that it will 
just be a matter of time before the 
program is restored. As long as we 
do not let the program die，we can 
revive it,” he stated with con- 
fidence. 

The budget cuts are presently 
slated to cut out three positions in

GIVEITASHOT 
The business began as Something 
， which they considered doing“just 
for fun;” recalled Hirabayashi，In 
， order to participate in the San Jose 
Nikkel Matsuri in spring 1978, they 
二 ，decided to“give it a shot and do 
Something togethert.” 
Hirabayashi. shares offce and 
production management With Ito， 
Who was off on a busiess trip.“\We 
didn't know - what to do，and the 
only thing we had in common was a 
SeWing background2” The ethnic- 
"inspired clothing featured design- 
， WorkK by hand，Asian imotifs and 
Varieties of surface embroidery, ap- 
pliques，quilting，embroidery and 
patchwork. 

The women created 45 pieces，

ment to the business. Hirabayashi， 
then acting coordinator of San Jose 
9tate Asian American Studies，was 
the first to make the“plunge”as 
she described it. The other two 
joined her less than two years later 
as full-tme clothing designers. 

Was starting the business hard? 
Hirabayashi laughed and replied in 
the affrmative. “We'd hear those 
things [about how hard it was to 
start a business], but we didn't pay 
any mind to them. None of us had 
any business backgroundi our learn- 
ing was ongoing2”The business“jar- 
.gon2” Would have gone““over oOUI 
heads anyway>” she said . 

Last year the designers made 
another big move: they moved the 
cottage industry -where the clothes 
were madeatthelr respective homes 
一 toalarge studio. 

BIG DIFFERENCE 

“That made a big difference， 
We've centralized the fabric and 
inVventory and operate more e 佳 - 
ciently. We kept asking ouUrselves， 
“Why didn't we do this earlier2 ” 
remembered Hirabayashi. The stu- 
dio has also allowed the women to 
Work together more and to do more 
joint planning of long- and short- 
range goals. 

Though desligning and making 
clothing are their Prime objectives， 
the women see the studlio's future as 
larger: they hope it can become the 
center of a San Jose Asian American 
cultural movement. 

“These are oOUT daydreams，to 
have other artists Showcase thelr 
WorKk, to teach workshops related to 
the textile field; mused BepPp. 

Hirabayashl concturred with her

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Reverend Frank Mar Retires from 
Ministry but Not from Community

OAKLAND IEVe 
Stopped working for .pay,” 
explained Reverend Frank Mar， 
referring to his July 15S- retirement 
from the ministry,“but now IDPm a 
genuine 1000o volunteer.?” 

At age 61, Mar conceded that his 
life will not alter drastically，as he 
will continue to _ address Asian 
American concerns as vigorously as 
he has in the past. 

HELPING PEOPLE 
AS a retiring minister，Mar 
admitted that he will miss working 
with young people. He anticipated 
however，that he will have the 
opportunity to _ help a youth pro- 
gram，under the ausplices of the 
Community Council，which is in 
“serious trouble.?” 
Helping people is by no means 
- new to Mar. While serving in the 
armed forces, he decided to become 
a minister，for he“felt something 
should be done to eliminate slaugh- 
tering and war.2” 

He carried out his plan by attend- 
ing the San Francisco Theological 
Seminary, and was ordained in 1950 
by the San Francisco Presbytery. 
Mar became minister of the Chinese 
Presbyterian Church in 1964. 

It was the “Gospel of Jesus 
teaching to change the community 
for the better,” he _ remembered ， 
that had first inspired his intensive 
community participation . 

ACHIEVEMENTS 
True to _ his _ Christian faith，his 
achievements reflect his_ efforts to 
.improve the_ community through 
involvement in co-founding and 
asSsisting in Doh On Yuen, Oakland

Chinese Community Council， 
Oakland Museum， Oakland 
Chinatown Redevelopment， Yuk 
Yau children Center Senior 
Citizens Activity Center, Asian Law 
Caucus，Asian Library， Asian

As his record shows，Mar has 
remained an ardent Supporter of 
Social and economic conditions， 
particularly in Chinatown. 

In 1966-67，he recalled，immi- 
grants and “Simple” problems， 
such as learning English and 
locating jobs and housing. Soon， 
numbers grew and the need to pro- 
vide and preserve housing for hun- 
dreds became mandatory. The 
redevelopment of Chinatown 
became the best answer to problems 
for residents in the late 1960s and 
early 270$S，when he exerted his 
energy towards the Project. 

“He has been very energetic， 
active and _ concerned abonut the 
community,” praised Marina Yu， 


Housing Developer of the Oakland 
Chinese Community Council. She 
hopes to _ see him achieve his 
“dream”of establishing a Chinese 
Culture Center with an Asian 
library， 


PRIVILEGED 
Mar revealed he felt “priv- 


ileged” to have lived through the 


era of the :60'$ and :70'sS,，a period 
in which the dedication, energy and 
enthusiasm of Asian youths also 
encouraged him to serve in commtu- 
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nity affairs， 

While organizing a child care 
center， Mar remembered， the 
Strongest advocates were youths 


who lobbied city hall to extract， 


money and commitment for the 
PrIoject. 

With his extensive experience in 
Chinatown，Mar has been able to 
observe _ the Asian Community?s 
development， weaknesses and 
Strengths. 

A major weakness is the lack of 
strong，individual leaders who are 
influential, he remarked. However， 
he added， coalitions of organ- 
jzatons is a strength that allows for 
strong leadership. 

Various groups，he noted，need 
“sustaining Power” from jits 
members. People must“stick it out 
to the bitter end”unlike those who 
contribute to _ only two to three 
meetings and then drop out，he 
emphasized， Thus，he advised 
youth“who have any desire to do 
Something for the community，and 
others, to get in and be prepared to 
attend many meetings! 2” 

WITHOUT REPORT 
… Having attended many meetings 
himself， Mar has contributed 
without regret many years toward 
the_ improvement of Chinatown.

Ronald A. Takaki，professor of 
Ethnic _ Studies and one of the 
program's chiefarchitects, maintains 
that comprehensively-trained 
students in _ ethnic studies _ are in 
demand，as evidence by over 70 
college and university ， faculty 
openings for 1981-82. 

The Program's eight enrolled 
graduate students，whose bachelors 
and masters degrees come from 
universities ranging from Harvard to 
Minnesota's Mankato State 
University， will perform 
comparative studies of the histories， 
cultures，and communities of the 
nation's racial minorities，complete 
core courses and a dissertation in 
ethnic studies， and develop a 
concentration in a traditional 
academic discipline. 

UCB has offered undergraduate 
ethnic studies and Afro American 
Studies courses Since 1969. These 
two _ departments combined now 
enroll more than 100 majors.

Chinese，he didn?t regret the time 
and effort exerted in attempting to 
accomplish that goal. 

On the other hand，Mar had his 
greatest Teward in 193$， Having 
seen_ old bachelors living in small 
rooms in Chinatown, he was excited 
about the _ opportunity of doing 
Something about it. When he suc- 
ceeded in establishing Doh On 
Yuen， which provided low-cost 
housing for seniors，“my dream 
came true,”he revealed.

Hee's work with enamel on metal 
is generally a derivation of the more 
commonly Known technlque called 
cloisonnE. One basic difference， 
howeverm ls that in cloisonnEenamel， 


thin gold wires are Used for out- 


lining purposes，wWhbereas in Hee's 


Verslon，outlining devlces are Dot 
Used . 

JMoreover，although clolisonneE 
has been popularly used for small 
objects such as jewelry boxes and 
Picture frames, it has not been ap- 
plied on a larger scale. TIo date, Hee 
is one of the first artists to apply the 
technique to artwork of any slgnif- 
cant S1Ze- 

“IT am one of the pioneers; Said 
the artist proudly， In an enthusi- 
astic tone，he also added that he 
hoped more studies and experi- 
ments Will be made for further de- 
velopment of the technique. 

The technique basically calls for 
two stages; first the enamel must be 
thinly-applied to the metal surface;

WARNING 

The Department of Real Estate 
joined the discussion by issuing its 
own warning (in its publication， 
The Real Estate BUelin， Fall， 
1978) to real estate brokers that 
they risk criminal and civil penalties 
for such payments to non-licensees， 
But on the other side of this issue， 
industry journals have voiced the 
legality of such fees when carefully 
and properly administered .

While this author knows of no 
Specific case to date in which the 
payment of finder's fee was judged 
by a_ court Or by the Real Estate 
Commissioner as a_ clear violation 
of law，there are Sufficient com- 
plications that can lead the par- 
ticipants astray, resulting 一 if not in 
violations of law 一 potentially in 
conflicts of interest and violations 
of fiduciary. 

These issues are problems for the 
real estate brokers rather than for 
the public. Nevertheless，the com- 
munity should remain informed 
that the subject is _ not without 
treachery and has been Under 
regulatory scrutiny. 加

The proposal will be reinitiated to 
the board of Supervisors, announ- 
ced public works official Raymond 
Wongin astatement before a crowd 
Present at the hearing last Friday 
morning at city hall. 

TOO LATE 

Nelder，who had asked for the 
hearing at the request of advocates 
of the idea, had announced to con- 
cerned Chinatown parties her deci- 
Sion to cancel the hearing to“look 
further into” the proposal after 
conferring with public works on its 
Views. 

As it was“too late to inform the 
public”of the sudden cancellation， 
“confusion” as to whether the 
hearing was indeed to take Place 
made it “inappropriate to Proceed” 
without adequate representation of 
both sides，Wong explained. 

This decision elicited mixed emo- 
tions，including relief from 
Chinatown family associations and 
Waverly Place businesses as well as 
disappointment from Lum's fam- 
jly. 

Representatives of the Ng, Louie， 
Yee，Jung and Choy associations 
arrived that morning prepared to 
testify against the proposal in ;an 
attempt to preserve“the historical 
background of Waverly _ Place, 
stated Stephen Louie， executive 
Secretary of the Chinese Con- 
solidated Benevolent Association .

PARTIES CHANGED 

In the same frustrated tone，Jim 
Fox also stated that PSA now had 
no part in the complaint since their 
relationship with World, which trig- 
gered the complaint，has been ter- 
minated . 

“Because parties have changed， 
facts have changed; the original 
complaint is moot...With respect to 
the airlines，there is no longer a 
violation,” Jim Fox -contended， 
adding that if there are allegations 
against Lucky，the new Sub-con- 
tractor, then a whole new legal ac- 
tion and _ investigation should be 
made according to the rules. 

Although the janitor's Supporters 
Seemed to be sympathetic to the 
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airline Tepresentatives，they were
